Allies Push 
To Edge of 
Clark Field 


Luzon Campaign Costs 
Japs 14,000 Casualties; 
Fliers Hit Corregidor 


By the Associated Press. 
Motorized units of the 
Army Corps drove to the edge of | 
the big Clark air center today in| 
a quick bid for its 13 airstrips | 


and seized one of its major sat- 
telite fields littered with scores of 
wrecked Japanese planes. 

The swift drive, penetrating to 
within a little over 40 airline 
miles of Manila, was made while 
the First Army Corps killed 10 
Japanese for every American lost 
in sanguinary actions on the left 
flank. In two weeks more than 
6.000 Japanese have been killed 
in all sectors of Luzon against the 
loss of 657 Yanks. Total enemy 
casualties approximate 14,000; the 
American figure was 3,145. 
CROSS BAMBAN RIVER 

The central] Luzon plains drive, 
moving so fast that little artil- 
lery spotter planes actually land- 
ed on the Bamban airfield before 
the ground troops got to it, rolled 
across the Bamban river close by 
mountains where the Japanese 
had fled from deep dugouts under 
air attack. 

The Nipponese, yet to make a 
big stand on the approaches to 
Manila, had been expected to at- 
tempt one along the Bamban 
river. 

Yanks of the 40th Division, ad- 
vancing to within sight of moun- 
tainous Bataan, captured the town 
of Bamban, 60 road miles from 
Manila and motorized units sped 
south to Mabalacat., 


HILL DEFENSES REDUCED 


In the Rosario sector near the 
Lingayen gulf beachhead on the 
north—toughest spot the Yanks 
have bumped into—heavy naval 
guns relentlessly reduced fixed hill 
defenses. 

American airmen flew in close 
support of the ground forces. They 
aiso hit Corregidor island, at the 
entrance to Manila Bay, with 45 
tons of explosives, setting off 
major explosions and fires. 
Baguio, the summer capital in the 
Benguet mountains north of 
Rosario, was raided as were Subic 
and Dasol Bays on Luzon’s west 
coast. 


Referring to American casual- 
ties Gen. MacArthur said “every 
possible strategical and tactical 
ingenuity is being successfully 
employed to hold our losses in 
men to an absolute minimum.” 

American Superfortress and car- 
rier plane attacks against the Jap- 
anese homeland, strategic Iwo 
Jima, 750 miles south of Tokyo, 
Korea, Formosa and the Ryukyu 
islands were reported by Wash- 
ington and Tokyo.

‘GOOD RESULTS’ ON IWO 

Official Washington said Super- 
fortresses from Saipan, unhinder- 
ed by Japanese interceptors, swept 
in yesterday on Iwo Jima in the 
Volcano islands and set off big 
explosions. B-29 crewmen reported 
“good results.” 

The Japanese have used Iwo as 
a base for air raids against the 
~-Superfort center in the Marianas. 

Radio Tokyo said a half-dozen 
B-29s hit Japan’s main Honshu is- 
land and Korea. It named much- 
raided Nagoya and Hamamatsu as 
the targets on Honshu.

President Declines 
Resignation of 
Frances Perkins 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 24.—(P)— 
Jesse Jones capped his long feud 
with Henry Wallace by declaring 
flatly today the former vice pres- 
ident just isn’t qualified to take 
over his job as administration 
banker. 

“Lack of experience,” the big, 
gray-thatched Texan testified to 
the senate committee before a 
jam-packed crowd of 500 interest- 
ed in President Roosevelt’s pro- 
posed cabinet change. 

Jones said he still regarded him- 
self as secretary of commerce and 
loan administrator -until Wallace 
is confirmed. 

He studiously avoided mention- 
ing Wallace, nominated on Mon- 
day to succeed him, until he was 
questioned sharply by a Wallace 
adherent, Sen. Pepper, Democrat, 
of Florida. 

SHARP EXCHANGE 

They squared off in a duel of 
sharp exchanges climaxed: when 
Pepper asked Jones if he thought 
Wallace could handle his job. The 
banker said he didn’t think so and 
Pepper tried to get more “factual 
data” for that opinion. Jones fi- 
nally barked at the senator: 

“You talk too much at one time. 
I didn’t say he was incompetent. 
Stick to the text.” 

Chewing gum and cupping his 
ear from time to time, Jones was 
questioned at some length after he 
read a 350-word statement in 
which he warned that “untried 
ideas” and “visionary planning” 
in ” job coum wreck the coun-

The President’s decision was re- 
ported to have been conveyed to 
her orally last Friday, the day be- 
fore his latest inauguration. Later 
he put it in writing. 

One of the last two members of 
Mr. Roosevelt’s original cabinet— 
Secretary of Interior Ickes is the 
other—she has been represented 
as wanting for a long time to step 
out of the labor post. 

The President was known to 
have offered nearly a month ago 
to appoint any successor on whom 
the CIO and AFL could agree. 

Until he was irked by Pepper’s 
questioning Jones never mentioned 
Wallaces’ name, but he left no 
doubt of whom he was speaking 
in his sharply worded testimony 
before the Senate Commerce Com- 
mittee.

Senate Votes To Kill Poll Tax, 
Favors Biennial Registration 


By ELMO GREENE. , 

The Georgia senate has backed 
Gov. Arnall’s efforts to repeal the 
poll tax law by passing, 31 to 19, 
a bill to eliminate the levy as a 
prerequisite to voting and to pro- 
vide for biennial registration of 
voters. 

At the behest of Sen. G. Everett 
Millican, of Atlanta, vigorous op- 
ponent of the measure, the senate 
voted, 27 to 23, against immedi- 
ate transmission of the bill from 
the senate to*the house of rep- 
resentatives. 

Thus the way was cleared for a 
motion to be made today to recon- 
sider the legislation. Observers 
predicted, however, that the sen- 
ate, desiring to rid itself of the 
matter, would vote against such 
action. 

If the bill should come up for 
reconsideration, Millican an- 
nounced he would offer an amend- 
ment to it providing that perma- 
nent registration of voters, as now 
is practiced, supplant the provi- 
sion for biennial registration. 

Under the present method, a 
voter remains registered for life 
unless he fails to vote in two suc- 
cessive elections. Biennial registra-

rtion would require a voter to reg-' 


ister every two years. 


A vote on the bill, introduced 
jointly two weeks ago by Senate 
President Frank Gross, of Toccoa, 
and Sen. J. Roy McGinty, of Cal- 
houn, came yesterday afternoon 
after almost three hours of de- 
bate. 

Gov. Arnall, whe had told the 
legislature the day before that he 
would suspend the poll tax by 
executive order if the general as- 
sembly did not repeal the law, 
expressed himself as being “de- 
lighted” at the senate’s action. 

“This is the best legislature 
we’ve ever had,” said the Gov- 
ernor, predicting that “the next 
election in Georgia will be with- 
o1 tthe payment of poll tax.” 

Although a bill similar to the 
senate measure i. pending in the 
house of representatives, House 
Speaker Roy V. Harris announced 
he would sidetrack it and await 
the senate bill. He will refer it 
to the ways and means commit- 
tee, which thus far has voted out 
all poll tax legislation. 

If the senate measure reaches 
the house today, Harris said, it

see, according to a report compiled 


at the regional office of the WMC. 


Referrals to jobs reached 2,050,- 
394, with verified placements of 
1,264,512 in industry and 207,096 
in agriculture, Of this number, l,- 
221,954 were placed in essential 
and locally needed war jobs, Other 
assistance: was given to an addi- 
tional 261,626 persons in finding 
employment, the report shows, 

Among those placed weré 453,- 
826 women and 86,390 veterans, 
a majority of whom were veterans 
of World War II. Placements of 
physically handicapped numbered 
25,216, most of whom went to war 
plants which could use their spe- 
cial abilities. 

The USES operates 170 full-time

After debating schools and 
homesteads for more than an 
hour, the house constitution com- 
mittee has indorsed a proposal not 
to exempt homesteads from school 
taxes. 

The committee rejected, 12 to 
7, Speaker Harris’ plea for con- 
tinuation of the $2,000 homestead 
exemption law as it now exists, 
and accepted the proposal of the 
constitution redrafting commission 
to collect school taxes on home- 
steads. Taxation for payment of 
bonded indebtedness is now the 
only exception to the homestead 
exemption law. 

Counties would be chiefly af- 
fected by the new proposal. At 
present county residents receive 
homestead exemption from school 
taxes as well as other forms of 
taxation. But cities, operating un- 
der a legislative act which the 
Columbus city attorney said con- 
flicts with the constitution, have 
been collecting school taxes from 
homesteads.

WHITEWAY LIGHTS TO BE SNUFFED 
BY WAR TO BE SELECTED TODAY 


City administration leaders and representatives of the Geor- 
gia Power Company and the War Production Board are slated 
to determine today just what whiteway lights must be dimmed 
in accordance with a federal order to conserve fuel and power. 

Meeting at 3 p. m. today at the city hall, it is expected that 
the board will consider a. proposal by Dewey L, Johnson, city 
superintendent of electrical affairs, that 222 whiteway standards 
be allowed to stay on all night in the interest of public safety, 
and that 1,841 others, used primarily for whiteways, be dark- 


ened. 
Johnson will 


tell the board, which will meet in Mayor 


Hartsfield’s office, that the 222 standards he wishes to preserve 
have replaced overhead street lights and that intersections they 
serve will be without light if they are darkened. There are no 
other lighting facilities at those intersections and those lights 
have burned all night, while the 1,841 others have been turned 


out at midnight. 


Under the WPB order, a local public authority is to de- 
termine what lights are necessary for public safety, and John- 
son is prepared to urge continuance of the whiteways which 
are the sole source of lighting at the intersections they serve.

LONDON, Jan. 24.—(UP)— 
British experts are closely study- 
ing a detailed memorandum sent 
by President Roosevelt to Prime 
Minister Winston Churchill on 
American policy toward Poland 
and liberated countries of Europe, 
it was made known today, as part 
of an attempt to clarify the po- 
litical situation before the antici- 
pated Allied Big Three meeting.

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George's Proposal a Logical One 


Gor. Ellis Arnall has made, in the con- 
sidered judgment of many of his friends, 
a mistake in urging Sen. Walter F. George 
to withdraw his bill divorcing the govern- 
ment’s big lending agencies from the De- 
partment of Commerce where, in all can- 
dor, thev have never had any real business. 


It is not news, of course, that the Gov- 
ernor is an ardent admirer of {he former 
vice president. He made that unmistak- 
ably clear—before, after and at the Demo- 
cratic national convention in June. Nor do 
we deny him the right to speak that ad- 
miration, privately and publicly, as he will. 
He was fully justified, in fact, in express- 
ing his congratulations %n the appoint- 
ment to both Roosevelt and Wallace, al- 
though one can but wonder how he cir- 
cumvented the wartime ban on congratu- 
latory telegrams. 


We do feel very strongly, however, that 
the Governor both overstepped his author- 
itv and overlooked his record when—theo- 
retically speaking for the people of Geor- 
gia—he wired the state’s senior senator, 
urging that the lending agencies be left 
under Wallace, inasmuch as it would be 
“tremendously to Georgia's interest and to 
the advantage of all our people.” 


Georgia, as both we and the Governor 
have said so many times over in our con- 
tinuing fight for elimination of discrimi- 
natory freight rateg, does not want any 
“advantage” over other states or sections. 
We merely seek justice and equality. And 


the Governor has not rendered either 
Georgia or Mr. Wallace a service by in- 
timating that his appointment will result 
in our getting more than our share. A 
similar note, incidentally, may be detected 
in the Governor’s wire to Georgia’s junior 
senator, Dick Russell, wherein Arnall de- 


‘clared: “Georgia will obtain great benefit 


from the Commerce Department if Wal- 
lace heads it.” 

Regardless of the inconsistency of his 
position, however, we feel the Governor 
should have pointed out that he was speak- 
ing merely his own convictions in the 
matter. 

Most Georgians, we are convinced, look 
upon the Wallace appointment with real 
trepidation. There are, to be sure, those 
who share Arnall’s admiration for his pro- 
gressive outlook and strength of character. 
But even these regard with something less 
than equanimity the idea of a man with as 
little business experience as Wallace be- 
ing handed direction of a 58-billion-dollar 
financial empire. 

There has been a growing realization 
for the past several years that so vast a fi- 
nancial network should be placed under 
separate authority and made responsible 
to the congress and comptroller general. It 
was only because the RFC has developed 
miraculously under Jesse Jones that con- 
gress hesitated to disturb the status quo. 
Otherwise the change which Sen. George 
proposes would have been effectuated long 
ago. 


Attorney General Should Name Own Assistants 


A bill has been introduced in the gen- 
eral assembly which would give the attor- 
nev general—rather than the governor— 
the right to appoint the assistant attor- 
nevs general. 

It is a good bill, one for which there 
is a genuine need in Georgia. 

Too often in the past have the $5,000-a- 
vear posts been used as political sinecures. 
Too frequently have they been filled on 
the basis of nepotism rather than com- 
petence. The result has. been that addi- 
tional assistance has been necessitated to 
carry out the actual work of the depart- 
ment. 


The State Department of Law is a vital 
cog in our governmental machinery. It 
should work cohesively and in complete 
harmony. Everyone in the department 
should be qualified to render adequate 
legal] counsel. The sooner the privilege of 


‘ appointing assistants is taken away from 


the governor and vested in the attorney 
general, the better it will be. 

Gov. Arnall, who was surrounded by 
Talmadge appointees throughout his last 
two years in the attorney general post, will 
undoubtedly be the first to urge passage of 
the bill. Well does he know the evils of 
the present system.

Many of the bureau’s 150 employes are 
native Georgians. They do not relish the 
idea of pulling up stakes and moving to 
a strange and crowded city where housing 
will be difficult to find and living costs 
considerably higher. Moreover, the move 
to Philadelphia, we are informed, will not 
entail any governmental economy, either 
in personnel or office rent, inasmuch as 


all local employes are being transferred 
and ,additional working space will have to 
be acquired in the eastern city. 

Most illogical aspect of the move, how- 
ever, is the fact that the major portion of 
the WFA Labor Office’s work is in the 
southern states. Here is located most of 
the food-producing area for which foreign 
labor—with which the organization is con- 
cerned—is imported. 

Unless a plausible explanation is forth- 
coming, in short, we shall be forced to 
consider the change another classic exam- 
ple of bureaucratic bungling.

The reports of Army psychological warfare investigators on the 
State of mind of ordinary Germans bear out my own impression of 
the Nazi “revolution,” acquired on the spot when it occurred. 
Years ago I described it in an article in “Foreign Affairs.” My 
impression was of the occupation of Germany by an alien horde. 
Of course, it was not alien. A strata of German life, largely con- 
fined to a certain age group, had taken over and erased the normal 
life of the country. The attitude of most people was that of sur- 
prised bystanders at the funeral of their,own society. In wide cir- 
cles the Nazi rising was regarded almosf as a natural phenomenon, 
like an earthquake, outside the control of human will. 

This was accompanied by the vague confidence that “nothing 
is eaten as hot as cooked,” and that, with time, things would be- 
come normalized. 

The regime tried to win over the rest of the people by terror 
and persuasion. It succeeded at various times, and in varying 
degrees, but never completely. In the Soviet revolution, the regime 
ruthlessly liquidated its real or potential enemies, by wiping out 
the upper and middle classes. 

But the reverse was not possible for the Nazis. The strongest 
opposition was in the working classes. But the Nazis could ‘not 
liquidate them and run an economy. Their persecutions therefore 
had to be directed at Jews and individuals, in all classes. -They 
succeeded in destroying all opposition leadership and organization. 
But they could not remove potential or latent opposition. The 
individual protected himself by hiding his thoughts and outwardly 
conforming. The result was eventually to deaden political thought, 
for thought that finds no expression expires. 

Therefore, once the Gestapo—S. S. terror machine—artd Nazi 
bureaucracy are liquidated, a political vacuum will remain, as 
far as younger groups are concerned; an incoherént remembrance 
of another era in the minds of older Germans; and a strong Nazi 
remnant in the 20-40 age group. 

Among the non-Nazi but nonpolitical Germans our problem will 
be the creation of new confidence around a new idea. It will not 
be a problem of “punishment,” but of creating a new, mentality, 
outlook, hope and faith, in a resigned and exhausted people. Pun- 
ishment except of specific persons and groups is meaningless to a 
nation that has six to seven million dead, millions of crippled, 
ruined cities, and a lost war. The danger will be that out of dis- 
integration, the country will fall into anarchy with attempted 
seizures of power by brutal minorities. 

The idea that a military government by itself can bring civilian 
order out of such chaos is preposterous. 

It will be necessary: First, to maintain a production and distri- 
bution system, industrial and agricultural. To do this certain 
Nazi regulations will have to be kept with new administrators. 
Nazi ideology has nothing to do with a functioning rationing sys- 
tem, planned delivery of farm products, and other purely economic 
regulations. The continued functioning of the economy demands 
commissions of trained managers who can be brought in from 
outside. Their task will be enormous, for Germany is, at this 
moment, eating up its resources and economically disintegrating. 

Second, confidence-inspiring courts must be established. Gen. 
Eisenhower is planning to revive the pre-Hitler civil codes. But 
the problem is of weeding out judges, and for that we need a ju- 
dicial commission of discriminating persons. 

Third, and most important in the long run, is education: The 
re-establishment of primary, secondary and university education 
in harmony with civilized standards. For that we shall need an 
educational commission. 

Political re-establishment will need time—until a non-existent 
public opinion creates itself. But the other things will be pressing. 

These commissions have not, I believe, been called into exist- 
ence, but they should be created now. It is very late, and we must 
use the material that is at hand. 

However we occupy Germany, the highly centralized economy 
of Germany will have to be run, to start with, anyhow, from a 
single center. The first commission should consist of able indus- 
trial managers, whose job must be purely technical, furnished by 
the four occupying powers. 

For the second commission personnel is available. There are 
thousands of German lawyers in exile. The son of the last pre- 
Hitler justice of the German supreme court is in New York. These 
men should be organized. | 

For the third we can draw some thousand anti-Nazi scholars. 
Hundreds of them are in the United States; others are in Britain, 
Switzerland and Turkey. Commissions of these scholars could 
go into every German university and find out who is reliable. 
These, combined with Americans from the Germanic faculties of 
our own universities,.are the only persons who can concéivably do 
this. As I see it, a civilized Germany can only be created from 
the universities, which in many of the faculties will prove to have 
held to civilized standards through all these* terrible 12 years. 
There the tradition is deepest. Through generations before Hitler 
no universities were more dedicated to freedom of thought and 
search after truth than were those in Germany. 

We are faced with an enormous responsibility on the fulfill- 
ment of which will depend the rebirth not only of Germany but of 
European civilization,

et _ Does John Lewis Plan 
Act of War Sabotage? 


The present work contract with the United 

7 Mine Workers, under which the nation’s coal 

' mines are now being operated, runs out this 
spring. April, I believe. 

In an effort to avert any work stoppage, because of the critical 
shortage of coal we now face, the UMW and John L. Lewis, its 
president, have been asked to present, at this time, whatever de- 
mands they contemplate making in the negotiation of a new con- 
tract. It is believed that the mine workers, the operators and the 
War Labor Board can complete all discussion of the new contract 
and get it signed by all parties before the present contract runs 
out, if cards are laid on the table now. 

Thus there were to be no interruption in the steady output of 
coal from the mines, due to strike or any other technicality in- 
volving closing down the mines for any time at all. 

That is a sane and intelligent proposal. It was made some days 
ago. As yet I have seen no reply or comment from either Lewis 
or any other representative of the UMW. It is, of course, possible 
such reply has been made and I have overlooked it in the tre- 
mendous daily grist of news. However, I don’t think so. 

And it seems to me, as it will seem to a lot of Americans, if 
Lewis does not accede to such a request, if he refuses to outline 
what his union seeks in the new contract until time of expiration 
for the present contract arrives, that what he seeks is not so much 
better conditions or higher wages for his union miners, but an oppor- 
tunity to throw a monkey wrench into the American war program 
by engineering as long a stoppage of coal output as possible. 

Authorities who are directing the present 


Strike Expected coal conservation efforts have been frank 


to say—though off the record—that they expect another coal strike 
in the spring. 

There is now, even under a svstem of coal rationing. a shortage 
of 22,000,000 tons in the nation. If is not difficult to realize that 
the shortage would not exist if the wartime strikes which closed 
down the mines for so long had not occurred. Nor is it difficult 
to foresee that any further strikes of similar length will be extreme- 
ly serious in cutting down the coal we need to operate essential 
war plants, to operate power production plants and to provide 
essential heat for the people, both in and out of uniform. 

It would seem that any American with even a smattering of 
loyalty would be anxious to do everything within his power to 
avert such a catastrophe as a further reduction in our available 
coal. It would seem that Lewis, or any other A*merican, would 
jump at the opportunity to get the probably tedious discussion of 
a new contract out of the way now and so avert the strike which 


is already feared by many of us. 

. Public sympathy, in many lines of work, 
Losing Sympathy has for long been with the workers and 
their effort, through their unions, to better themselves both as to 
earning power and work conditions. This is largely due to the 
historic fact that too many employers in the not so distant past, 
when there were neither unions nor adequate laws to protect the 
workers, were little short of heartless in exploitation of labor, Not 
all employers, by any means, but those unscruplous ones who wrote 
a disgraceful page in the history of management-labor relations .in 
this country have put the onus on the shoulders of all. 

There is no class of worker which has been more cruelly ex- 
ploited, in the past, than the coal miners. Half a century or less 
ago the mine workers were in most desperate condition of all. 

Because of this, there has been much sympathy with the mine 
workers in their struggle, largely successful, to secure wages com- 
mensurate with the work they do and to make that work safer, 
both against accident and against impairment of health. 

But the attitude of Lewis during the last wartime strike in the 
mines, and his apparent willingness to abandon American fighting 
men rather than recede one iota from his demands, has gone far 
to take away from the mine workers the public sympathy they once 
enjoyed. 

If, now, he neglects the present 
mine shutdown: if he prefers to hamstring 
dictates his will to the mine operators, the 
sympathy will quickly disappear.

A New Appraisal 
Of War's Outlook 


WASHINGTON.-—An entirely new appraisal 
of the European war outlook is now being made 
as a result of the startling gains the Russians 

~ chalking up in their great new winter offensive on the eastern 
ront. 

Competent military sources are saying that the present Russian 
drive could be the last offensive in Europe, that it could bring about 
a German collapse and end the war in Europe before spring. Some 
of the more optimistic go so far as to say it could bring about a 
crisis in Germany within the next two weeks. 

Allied officials are not expressing themselves openly. but ori- 
vately they are known to feel that the situation shaping up on the 
eastern front has great possibilities. 

All of this is in marked contrast with the feeling which seemed 
to emanate from official circles a short time back at the time of the 
von Rundstedt offensive on the western front. Then it was felt 
that we had probably underestimated Germany’s remaining strength 
and the setback we received in Belgium might delay the final date 
of victory by six months or more. 

The Russians, by the magnitude of their new drive, have changed 
the situation practically overnight. It still stands out as perhaps 
the biggest Allied operation of the war. 

If the present Red army offensive is not the last in Europe, then 
it is probably the next to the last. What the Russians fail to do 
now should be finished up when Allied operations are resumed on 
a grand scale in the spring. 

The next few weeks may tell the story of what to expect. The 
Germans are counted on to make a determined stand along one of 
the great river barriers inside the Reich. If the Russians are able 
to crack this, the war could be over in a matter of weeks. 

It could blow up very suddenly, in fact. While that seems un- 
likely, it is a possibility nevertheless. 

But whether the end comes soon or late, the force of the Red 
army offensive is such that military analysts now see definite pros- 
pects for final victory in the spring, whereas a short while back 
we were thinking in terms of late summer or fall. Events are 


clearly moving toward a crisis. 

If the Germans succeed, as they are likely 
March or April to, in holding the Russians along a line in- 
side the Reich, it will probably be March or April before weather 
conditions permit the beginning of a great Allied drive on the west- 
ern front. After that, considering the later spring thaws, the Rus- 
sians would not be able to renew the attack before May or June. . 

An interesting thing to watch will be the German operations in 
Italy. That may prove to be the cue to conditions inside the Reich. 
The Germans have some 25 divisions in northern Italy. Any move 
at withdrawal would be a sign of crisis. 

When and if those divisions begin to be pulled back into Ger- 
many, that will be evidence of trouble on the home front. 

The Germans themselves are contributing to the feeling of opti- 
mism now surging through Allied military circles. A note of hysteria 
is found in practically everything coming out of Berlin on the 
Russian offensive. Commentators of the Reich are proclaiming that 
the country faces its gravest crisis of the war. The air from Ger- 
many is filled with direful forebodings. 

Prudence may dictate that we take all of this with a grain of 
salt, as the Nazis have used similar tactics in the past to arouse 
the people to a supreme effort. But the calamity howling this 
time is not without justification. 

Forecasts on the end of the war are now being frowned on by 
military officials. There was perhaps too much of it in 1944 and 
things did not work out as some of our leaders predicted. For 
that reason the lid is being clamped down in 1945. 

But at least one high-ranking Allied officer, with a thorough 
knowledge of the eastern front, is known to have stated privately 
that the next two weeks may be decisive in the war against the 
Nazis. 

He says the thing to watch is the fighting in Silesia. If Breslau 
falls that, he believes, will mark the beginning of the end. Events 
could move very rapidly after that. 

On that basis, it is barely possible that the fall of Germany 
could come at the time of the Big Three conference.. which is 
scheduled to take place at an early date. Nothing could be more 
appropriate. It would finti President Roosevelt, Prime Minister 
Churchill and Marshal Stalin sitting together in discussion of the 
problems to come with the peace.

Agents Executed 
By Nazi Military 


LONDON, Jan. 24.—(UP)— 
Germany announced today the 
execution of 18 American and 
British “agents,” allegedly cap* 
tured in civilian clothing behind 
German lines in Slovakia, where 
they were said to have been en- 
gaged in sabotage and espionage. 

Dispatches from DNB and 
Transocean, Berlin’s semi-official 
news agencies, said the group had 
been court-martialed and shot aft- 
er the members had admitted 
their identity and purpose in Slo- 
vakia, now a battlefield of the 
German and Russian armies. 

DNB said the leaders were an 
American named Green and an 
Englishman named Sehmer, and 
asserted they and their followers 
had been captured “in the rear 
of the German battle area on Slo- 
vak territory.” 

British official quarters would 
not confirm that such a group was 
operating in Slovakia and had no 
knowledge of the executions.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 24.—(UP) 
The population of the United 
States, including armed forces 
overseas, was 138,100,874 as of last 
July 1—and women ‘outnumbered 
the men by about 6,000, the Cen- 
sus Bureau estimated tonight. 

In all previous years there have 
been more men than women, and, 
according to the 1940 census, there 
was then an excess of 700,000 
males. 

The bureau further estimated 
the population as of July 1, 1944, 
exclusive of armed forces over- 
seas, at 132,563,271—and conclud- 
ed that, due to the absence of 
fighting men, there were only 92 
men per 100 women in this coun- 
try last year, compared with 96

Last week when Nathalie Krassovska, the exquisite ballerina, 


‘arrived with the Ballet Russe de Monte Carlo, she went directly 


to the home of Dr. and Mrs. Hal Davison in Ansley Park, where 
she was a most welcome guest for the week. In fact, it has become 
a sort of custom with Miss Krassovska to visit the Davisons when- 
ever she is in Atlanta, for she and Mrs. Davison are very warm 
friends, as the result of an accident. : 

It happened like this: Seven years ago when the dancer was 
here for a concert, Dr. and Mrs. Davison were guests at an after- 
theater party given in her honor. When it came time for the guests 
to depart, they kindly offered to take Nathalie (who is known to 
her intimates as Natasha, the same as Mrs..

A nation-wide survey by the As- 
sociated Press today uncovered al- 
most 450 players whose 1944 ex- 
perience, ranged from the big 
leagues to Class D. Many of these 
still would be available if all now 
in the military draft age should 
be taken. 

It wouldn’t be big league ball 
but it might serve as an acceptable 
stop-gap if proposed national serv- 
ice legislation ig passed and put 
‘into immediate large-scale opera- 
| tion. 

There has been no official indi- 
cation from the sport or from the 
government that there will be any 
'radical change in the attitude ex- 
Pressed by the President’s “carry 
on if you can” message. 

Big league executives have con- 
tinued to make training camp 
plans, player deals and mail out 
contracts on the assumption that 
the season will open as usual in 
mid-April. For the most part they 
are depending on the holdovers 
from 1944 who have not been call- 
ed to service. No club has shown 
any inclination to load up with 
any large amount of over-age and 
under-age talent and probably 
none will except as a last resort. 

Although perhaps 50 per cent 
of the 17’s of 1944 now are 18 
and in the armed service, it is

Killer’ Kane 
Praises Sports 


NEW YORK, Jan. 24.—(4#)—The 
success of the Navy’s strenuous 
physical training program proves 
the need of more competitive ath- 
letics in America’s schools and 
colleges, Cmdr. William R. “Kill- 
er” Kane told about 35 college 
athletic directors at the opening 
session of the schedule-making 
conference of the Central Office 
for Eastern Intercollegiate Ath 
letics today. 

Kan>, newly appointed chief of 
the Naval Aviation physical train- 
ing division, told of his own ob- 
servations in the Pacific war zone 
on the importance of physica! con- 
dition. The Navy’s plan, he said, 
calls for a stiff competitive pro- 
gram beginning in the preflight 
schools and continuing even after 
training is completed. 

“We believe in varsity sports 
very much,” he said, “but we also 
believe every individual should 
hae a chance to participate in 
competitive athletics.” 

Kane indicated that colleges and 
schools should adopt this theory 
of athletics for all in order to help 
“contribute to a strong world” 
after the war. Compulsory mili- 
tary training would get boys in 
good physical condition, he added, 
but one year of training would not 
be adequate. Instead he proposed 
a competitive program for every 
boy, beginning in grade schoo! and 
continuing through college. 

“There is no- question in my 
mind about the contribution of 
sports toward winning the war.” 
Kane said. “The boys who were in 
good physical condition and who 
made the best marks in physica! 
tests we gave aboard a carrier 
were the ones I knew were good 
pilots.

—and right there, said the ser- 
geant, “the gentlemen’s war of the 
skies began to lose its charm.”

Or we 
might try to force them to land in 
our territory. If we did, we swoop- 
ed down and waved so-long. They 
did the same to us.

Soon both our 
planes and the Krauts were carry- 
ing demolition bombs and drop- 
ping them on dumps and railroad 
yards,.I remember two days be- 
fore the armistice we had a forma- 
tion of 265 Handley Pages and 
tlew over the fortress city of Metz.
